Was Prominent Aviator. 
Leon 
Delagrange, 
the 
Frenchman 
who was recently killed when 
his 
monoplane broke in midair at Bor­ 
deaux, France, was well known as an 
iviator, not only as having at various 
times held the record for speed and 
distance, hut also for his daring. 
Ills 
career was marked by several serious 
accidents before the fatal oue, but he 
continued his exploits, earning the 
reputation of a man who would mu a 
good deal of risk rather tbau disap­ 
point the sp ectato rs who had gathered 
to see him fly. 
Well kuowu already as an automo­ 
bilist, Delagrange took up aviation in 
the early stages of the sport and made 
bis first public ascent at Bagatelle. 
France, on March IO, IOO", in a bi­ 
plane. 
He was satisfied then with a 
flight of thirty feet but a few days 
later he took a passenger up and ac­ 
complished 4.53 feet. 
On Nov. 5, 19U7, he met with his first 
accident at Issy. France. His machine 
fell and was smashed, but he escaped 
with a few bruises and cuts. 
At issy 
t also in the following May he had a 
I narrow escape, as with Farman he was 
competing for the Armegaud prize of 


I $2,000 for a flight of fifteen minutes. 
He was traveling fast near the ground, 
j aud his machine swerved toward the 
i crowd of spectators. 
He at once shut 
off power and in descending crashed 
; into a motorcar. 
The machine was 
smashed to atoms, but Delagrange es- 
| caped almost uninjured. 
Again he w as hurt in the next spring 
In an exhibition flight at Milan before 
i Queen Margherita of Italy, but so lit- 
, tie was he unnerved that eleven days 
later be gave another exhibition be- 
; fore her majesty, remaining in the air 
for IO minutes ll seconds and cover- 
i ing a little over eleven miles. 
For this 
j performance, a record at the time, be 
received a special gold medal. 
I 
At Issy, on Sept. 6. 1908. Delagrange 
j made another record. 
He flew fifteen 
■ and two-fifth railes in 29 minute? aud 
54 4-5 seconds aud came to the ground 
only because his petrol was exhausted. 
At that time this beat Wright's aud 
Farman’s records by twelve minutes. 
In May last year Delagrange. at Ju- 
rl8sy. won the Lagatineri prize, making 
three and six-tenth miles in IO min­ 
utes 18 seconds. 
At the Rheims com­ 
petitions in August he used for the 
first time a monoplane, but achieved 
no great success, being placed tenth 
for speed aud eighth for distance. On 
one occasion his propeller broke, and 
he was badly bruised. 
He then visited 
Denmark and flew for fifteen minutes 
for King Frederick at Aarhus. 
His first sensational flight, however, 
was made on Oct. 20. 1909. 
At Don­ 
caster. In 
England, he covered six 
miles in 7 uiiuutes 3(5 seconds, at a 
rate at times of over fifty miles an 
hour. 
He also established a speed rec­ 
ord of I mile and 8(50 yards In I min­ 
ute 47 1-5 seconds—that is, about fifty- 
four miles au hour. 
His machine on 
this occasion was a Bleriot monoplane. 
Du Thursday. Dec. 30, 1909. he ac­ 
complished another world’s speed rec­ 
ord 
At Juvissy in trying to win the 
Michellu cup be flew 124 miles in 2 
hours 32 minutes, an average speed of 
forty-nine miles an bour. 
Many honors were conferred ou De­ 
lagrange for bis achievements. Among 
them were the Order of the Legion of 
Honor, an enamel medal by the Acad­ 
em y of Sciences, Baris, and the presi­ 
dency of the Aviation Club of France 
for 1907. 
His pastimes consisted in 
bunting, horseback riding aud automo­ 
biling.

London, Jan. ll. — Parliament having 
been formally dissolved, H**rh._,i, H. 
Asquith, the prime minister, issued 
an election address to his East Fife 
electors. 
The address is a compara­ 
tively brief 
document, ignoring 
all 
side issues raised during the course of 
the campaign, and is confined strictly 
to the constitutional question involved 
in the lords’ rejection of the budge* 
In defense of the budget the premier 
says; 
“ It apportioned the new taxes be­ 
tween the luxuries, superfluities and 
monopolies, leaving the necessaries of 
life untouched.” 
Again he says: 
“ In a sentence the house of lords 
has violated the constitution in order 
to save the cause of tariff reform 
from a mortal blow.” 
The premier declares that the lords 
claim to the control of the country’s 
finances is usurpation and that the 
experience of the parliament just dis­ 
solved shows that the possession of 
an unlimited veto by a partisan sec­ 
ond chamber is an insuperable ob­ 
stacle to democratic legislation. 
After a brief week end respite Mr 
Balfour, the opposition leader; Chan 
cellor Lloyd-George, Winston Spencer 
Churchill and other ministers and ex-1 
ministers are again busy on the plat­ 
form.

They 
took concrete form at a conference 
at the White House granted by Pres­ 
ident Taft at the solicitation of the 
railroad officials. It can be stated au­ 
thoritatively that no decision of any 
sort was reached. 
It was said that the conference was 
the first of a series of meetings which 
are to be held for the purpose of de­ 
termining upon what ground, if any, 
the representatives of the Harriman 
lines and the government can meet 
for an adjustment of the situation. 
President Taft has given no intima­ 
tion as to what his attitude will he 
and his final determination in the mat­ 
ter, it is stated, will depend largely 
upon 
the proposition 
the railroads 
have to make looking to the compli­ 
ance with the anti trust law. 


Case W ill Not Be Dropped. 


The rase will not be dropped, It is 
said, except upon such terms as will 
look to a correction of the evils com­ 
plained of in the government suit, or 
unless the government can be shown 
to be completely in error. 
The conference was

by 
Judge Robert S. Lovett, president of 
the Union Pacific and allied lines. 
Attorney General W ickerham , Frank 
B. Kellogg, “ trust buster” and special 
attorney for the United States In the 
case against the railroads, and former 
Senator John C. Spooner and Max­ 
well Evarts of New York, attorneys 
for the Harriman lines. 
None of the 
members of the railroad party would 
discuss the matter in any way.

No time was fixed for a resumption 
of the conference, but it probably will 
be within a few days.

M EET. 


Eighty Thousand Dollars In Prizes Of­ 
fered to Contestants at Los Angeles. 
According to the announcement of 
the promoters of the midwinter avia­ 
tion meet to be held on the old Santa 
Anita race track, near Los Angeles. 
J Cal., Jan. IO to 20, it will be the first 
international aviation meet ever held 
in the United States. Some of tile men 
behind the meet are among the most 
prominent on the Pacific Rlope. Among 
them are Henry Huntington, son of 
tho late Collis I*. Huntington, the rail­ 
road magnate, who has given $50,000 
to the prize fund; Franklin Iv. Lane. 
of the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion, and Dick Ferris, who Is well 
known on Broadway, New York, and 
in aeronautical circles is familiar as 
the owner of the two spherical bal­ 
loons, United States and America. 
The park for the meeting of spher­ 
ical balloons, many of which are ex 
pected, is near the center of tile city 
for the convenience of obtaining cheap 
gas. 
For the aeroplane contests the Lucky 
Bnldwiu ranch, an old race track at 
Santa Anita, within reach of the city 
by the street trolley service, baa been 
selected. 
The spot is nu ideal one. It 
is In the center of a great plain, thou 
sands of acres in extent, is surrounded 
with orange aud lemon groves, which 
in January are at their richest hues, 
with the intermingled colors of the 
fruit and foliage, aud for background 
It has the sharp and beautiful contrast 
of the snow capped mountains, ten 
miles away.
